SHORT WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


Resignation of a Postofiice Luspector--Gold 
in the Treasury, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Clark Howell) post- 
¢flice .wepector at Atlanta, has resigned. 

Gold he'dings in the United States treasury 

have increased six millions since May 1. There 
bas been very little change in silver circuta- 
tion during the past month. The demand for 
notes of small denominations continues heavy 
and far exceeds the supply. 
_ The appropriation fer printing small silver 
certificates is well-nigh exhausted, and noth- 
ing can be done to meet the large ordera con- 
stantly coming in, until the appropriation for 
the next fiscal yoar becomes available. 

Comptroller Butler, of the treasury depart- 
mont, in auditing the accounts of the superin- 
tendent cf the naval academy, has disallowed 
all items of expenditure for wh'sky, brandy, 
and other intoxicating liquors, farnished to 
members of the annual board of visitors. 
This disallowance will be a hardship to the 
superi:tendent, who has been reqaired by the 
board of visitors to furaish these luxuries, and 
who will bave to suffer a loss of from $300 t> 
$500 on last year’s accounts, if congress does 
pot come to his relief. Odicials of both naval 
academy and military ecademy have been no- 
tified that no such items will, in the future, 
be sllowed. I: hasalso been decided, by au- 
ditirg officers of the treasury department, 
thet the law creating the board of visitors, and 
providing for the payment of their expenses 
by the government, does not contemplate nor 
sdmit of their taking their families with them, 
unless at their own expense. 


THE INTERSTATECOMMERCE LAW. 


A Complaint Against the Norfolk and West- 
ern—The Steamboat Interests. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The interstate com- 
merce commission has received a commuuica- 
tion from G,. 8. Brookerville, of Dublin, Va., 
complaining that the Norfolk and Westera 
Railroad company are making anreasona le 
charges. In support of his complaint, he for- 
wards a freight receipt, showing, as he alleges, 
that the company made a charge for a huudred 
pounds on a ten pound package. 

J. W. Bryant, of New Orleans, appeared be- 
fore the commission to-day, and, representing 
ihe steamboat interests of the Mississippi river, 
denied the stak ments of railroad representa- 
tives that they were forced to cut rates at all 
peints where water competition existeJ. He 
said that, on the contrary, the steamboat com- 
panies were obliged to cut rates to meat reduc: 
trons by railreacs Tariffs and affidavits were 
eubmitted by Mr. Bryant to substantiate his 
statements.

NEW YOFK’'S:‘IMMENSE CHURCH 
PROJ BCT. 
ed 
A Protestent Epiecopal Ca:hedral to bs Erected ata 
Cost cf Six Miilion Dollars—Tne Development 
of the Movement—The Plans for the 
Work-A Grand Building, 


New York, Jane 1,—[Special.]—New York 
was astonished today to learn that a project 
was on foot to build in the empire city a mam- 
moth Protestant Episcopal cathedral, a second 
Westminster abbey, or St. Paul’s cathedral, in 
fact; and even more astonisied to learn that 
the scheme has been on foot for jover four- 
teen years. The committec, however, in 
charge of the matter is mich chagrined that 
the matter should have been made public so 
scon, although it had been intended to make 
ecme public anrouncementin the courseof a 
few daya. 

In April, 1873, an organization was formed 
and a charter procared to baild this cathedral, 
but until very recently nothing of a practical 
character hes been done. The charter required 
that. nine of the seventeen trustees should 
constitute a quorum. Eight of the tiustees 
have died, and when the late Bishop Potter 
was very ill, in fact on his deathbed, it was 
fuund that with him there was barely a quo- 
rum remaining. A meeting was held in his 
sick-room, by-laws were passed, and the char- 
ter wassaved. Nothing, however, of a sub- 
stantial hind was done, aud it is probable that 
this wasthe only meeting ever held by the 
tz ustees, : 

Mists Catherine Lorillard Wolffe, who re: 
cently died, took much interest in this project, 
and proposed to give largely toward baying 
land and erecting the cathedral. Her firat 
plan was to beqneath the sum of $1,000,000 for 
the purpose. Afterwards, however, she con- 
cluded to give that sum during her life time, 
and to supp!ement if by additional sums from 
her income. The will was, therefore, altered, 
aid the matter was held in abeyance while the 
project was taking shape. Miss Wolffe relied 
greatly upon the advice and judgment of Rev. 
Dr. Nevin, of St. Paul’s church, Rome, Italy, 
and only last winter he was ‘summoned here 
from Ind:a, where he was journeying for his 
health, in order togive directions to Miss 
Wolffe’s plans. When he reached New Yo:k 
Miss Woiffe wes in her Jasé illness, already uno- 
censcious, and shortly after passed away. Thus 
by an accident of fate, neither one nor the 
other ot her splendid plans was brought to 
consummation. But despite these untoward 
circumstances, such an impetus had been given 
to the work, and so much interest was aroused 
in it that it was decided to proceed with the 
plan and carry it to execution. 

Bishop Potter bas teken the greatest interest 
in the movement, and is ex-officio president of 
the trustees and of all committees’ Ths va- 
cancies in the board of trustees were filled, 
and that body now includes among its perma- 
nent members, Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, Dr. Wm. 
R Huntington, Rev. E. W. Donald, Hamilton 
A. Fish, Stephen P. Nast, George McCulloch 
Miler, Samuel D. Babcock, Wm. W. Astor, J. 
Pierrepont Morgan, Cornelius Vanderbilt and 
Richard Anuchmute, names which, in them- 
selves, are a guarantee that the building dove 
onder their direction will be worthy of the 
city they represent. The idea is to erect the 
grandest church building in America, and one 
of the great cathedrals of the world. 

The trustces believe that now is the time to 
begin work, as available sites are being rapidly 
occupied, and ina few years the difficulty of 
securing a suitable site would be immensely 
increased. It is only settled that the Catnedral 
of Jt, John the divine, as the edifics wiil be 
known, will be situated on Manhattan island, 
and if possible on a lofty and conspicoous p >°i- 
tion, where its movumental character will 
dominate the entire island, For this purprcsa, 
apletat least four times the sizeof that on 
which St Patrick’s is built, will bo needod. 

Bishop Potter will issue a cirenlar letter in a 
few days, giving the plan his official sanction, 
and subscriptions will be called for to carry 
forward the work. The proposed cathedral, it 
is estimated. will cost about $6 000,000. and the 
committee thinks that this amount can be se- 
cored with little difficulty. In the meantime 
the church will be built in sections. It will 
prebably be necessary to build only the choir 
at first, which alone will be as large as Trinity 
conch. 

Around the cathedral propor wili be extensive 
grounés, dotted here and there with smaller 
buildiggs and chapels. The style of architec- 
ture bas net been decided upon, but it is prob- 
able that the Gothic design will be chosen. 

Already several rich persons have added 
codicils to their wills, leaving amounts agzre- 
gating $500,000 for the purpose of building the 
cathedral. The building, when completed, 
will be a great addition to the attractions 
of this city, and the collection of the money 
will only be a question of time. There will bo 
vothing narrow or denominational in the un- 
dextaking. Mr. D. Wilby James, for instanée, 
who has given $100,000, is a Presbyterian. The 
Jrinity schoo!, whichis now somewhat neg: 
lected, will be transferred to one of the baild: 
ix gs around the cathedral, and by the sale of 
the present tito a large amount for the general 


building grounds can be secured.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 1.—Sheriff Lowis, of 
Gibson county, Ind., arrived here last night, 
and brought news of a very sensational aff.ir 
happenivg in Perry county Sunday. At ten 
o’clock Sunday morning Walter and Charles 
Davis, brothers, of bad repute, visited John 
Flannegan’s residence, which is situated eight 
miles from this place, in Perry county. and 
finding a fourteen-year-old daughter and her 
two brothers alone, they told the Flannegan 
beys that some stray stock was breaking into 
the farm, a mileaway from the house. No 
sooner had they ‘eft to look after the supposed 
stray stock than the Davis boys earried the 
young daughter of Flannegan into a neighbor- 
boring wood and there outraged her. The girl 
was gagged, tied, beaten and left for dead. 
When the boys returned they searched for 
their sister, but she was not fourd until Mon- 
day morning—still alive. Accounts differ 
about what followed. One is to the effect that 
both Davis boys were caught and lynched, 
Another is that Walter Davis escaped, bat

DAHLONEGA TO ATHENS. 


Arrangements Perfected to Secure Rail 
Connection, 


ATHENS, Ga., June 1.—{Special.]—Colonel 
W. P. Price and Mr. Hall, twoof the leading 
and most public sprited citizens of Dahlonega, 
are in consultation with Mr. Hodgson and 
other leading gentlemen of Athens. It was 
determined to make a final effort to complete 
the migsing ‘inks that will bind the mountain 
trade to Athens with bands of steel, and at the 
same time give the people of Dahlonega their 
lorg hoped for railroad. The first thing neces- 
Falry wil) be the filling of the little gap between 
Athens and Jefferson, which will bea very 
small undertaking. From Gainesville to 
Dahlonega itis twenty-six miles, and of this 
route sixteen miles is graded and four miles 
ironed. Thus by grading twenty-eight mites 
and ironing forty miles, one of the most im- 
portant roeds in the state could be pat in op- 
eration. Colonel Price says that Lumpkin 
stands ready to invest $20,000 0n herend of 
the line, which will both grade and cross-tie 
the remaining distance between that town and 
where the work now stops. It is thought that 
the Georgia road can be induced to iron and 
equip this road, and operate it in connection 
with the Jefferson branch and a portion of the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railroad. 
It will be the design to run trains through 
frcm Athens to Dahlonega.

A BLOODY TRAGEDY IN PULASKI 
RECALLED 


John Trammell. Who Was Suspected of the Murder 
of William Johnson, fried end Declared Inno- 
. @fnt-Tre Circumstances of the @urder 
Ricalled--A Chilling Sight, Hie. 


HAWKINSVILIE, Ga., June 1.—[Special.]— 
The trial of John Trammell, on the charge of 
murdering William Johnson, on the 30th of 
May, two years ago, has resulted in aa ac- 
quittal, 7 

Thestory of the crime is a thrilling one. 
The dead tody of Mr. William Johnson, a very 
aged and helpless man, was found in a hole of 
water on the edge of the Fennel ford on Ten 
Mile creek, in the lower portion of the county. 
The body was first discovered by Mr. J. C. 
Nobles, a nephew of the deceased. Mr. Nobles 
made the fact known to other parties near by 
and they accompanied him to the ford, where 
it was decided to send for the coroner, Mr. B. 
B. Johnson, who resides near the neighbor- 
heod. Coroner Johnson was soon on the 
grounds and summoned a jury of inquest, com- 
posed of the following persons: R. E. Reynolds, 
foreman; W.E. Singleton, John F. Hancock, 
E. F. Pearce, T. T. Summerford, G. W. Nobles, 
J.D. Pearce, Z.J. Brown, BF. Williams, A. 
S. Carr and J. T. Wright. 

The jury, after fally investigating the mat- 
ter and giving the body of the deceased a care- 
ful examination, rendered a verdict tothe ef- 
fect that he came to his death by foul play by 
drowning inthe Fennel ford on Ten Mile 
creek, and that the crime was com nitied by 
some party unknown to them. 

Mr. Johnson was about 82 years old and para- 
lyzed in his lower limbs, in fact he could not 
g0 about atall only when helped onand off his 
cart. An examination of his body showed 
plainly the impression of finger grips on each 
side of his neck. The water in the ford of the 
creek was not over six inches in depth, and it 
seemed that the cart had been backed to the 


edge of the ford, where there was a hole of 


water about eighteen inches deep, and in this 
hole the helpless old man was found. 

The people of the neighborhood became 
incensed at what they considered one ef the 
most diabolical crimes ever committed, and 


circumstances led them to suspect that two 
white 
Willisms—were the murderers of the old man. 
Warrants were sworn out for their arrest, but 
it was thought best to defer the execution of 
the warrants for a day ortwo and be on the 
lookout for more developments,

Frank Williams Served on the coroner's jury, 


and a short time before the finding of the 
body of dcceased, Williams and Trammell, 
who were plowing in the old man’s patches, 
put bim on his cart and he started on his jour- 
ney, it is said, to visit a relative living near 
by. Tracks were found leading from the 
patches to the ford and back, and it is said 
that the tracks corresponded with those made 
by Trammell arf 
Williams, it seems, came to the conclusion 
that he was under suspicion, and on Thursday 
he made a statement, the substance of which 
is as follows : 


illiams in the patches, 


Trammell desired to gain possession of a cer- 


tain tract of land owned by Mr. Johnson, and 
having failed to get the land by fair means, de- 
cided to try foul means. Trammell came to 
town on Friday before the crime was commit- 


ted on Tuesday, and had a deed drawn up con- 
veyirg the land from Johnson to himself, 


Trammell ‘uduced Johnson, so Williams stated, 


to sign the deed by representing it to be an 
order for a new road, or to allow him (Tram- 
mell) to sell liquor. Williams put his signa- 


iuxe tothe deea as a witness, and the two 


having taken other steps to make ii a valid 


paper, Trammell suggested plans to rid them- 


selves of Johneon. Williams stated that Tram- 
me]] first suggested that they stick fire to the 
burn him up ina it, but 
this he (Williams) opposed. Mr. Johnson lived 
alone,ina single room house, and was in 
pretty well-to-do circumstances for a man in 
his disabled condition. Wiliams further stated 
that on Tuesday, after putting the old man on 
his cart, Trammell followed and dumped him 
out in the cieek and dragged him to the hole, 
where his »ody was found, and held him there 
until life was extinct. 

The above and other statements were made 
by Williams to a dozen or more parties, and 
Trammeli was arrested and i brought 
to town, Williams coming along 
with the crowd, and it seems that he be- 
lieved that his statement would keep him out 
of jail, as he considered that he would be turn- 
ing state’s evidence. He made about the same 
statement before witnesses after arriving in 
town. Wiliams was kept under strict surveil- 
lance by the porse in charge of Trammell, bat 
he was not put under arrest until some time 
aiter their arrival in town, when both thé 
prisoners wee turned over to Sheriff Hunt 
and by hir laced in jail. In the afternoon 
they apr«+ «u before Justice A. C, Pipkin and, 
waitix, . elimivary examination, they were 
agein eo. uted to jail, 

Williiam:. after being placed in jail with 
Trammell, iccalled the statements that he had 
made in regard to the crime, and said that he 
was prompted to make them under the indace- 
ment that he would not be imprisoned. Both 
the prisoners are connected with some of the 
best families in this and adjoining counties, 
and Trammell was married toa lovely daughter 
of a good citizen of this county, and sho is now 
the mother cf a babe. Williams is unmarried. 
The deceased ‘vas a brother of Judge Darl 
Johnson, of Wilzox county, and Mr. Israel 
Jchnson, of Dooly.

The scores of Decoration Day speeches 
reported in our northern exchanges show 
that the people of the two sections are once 
more united in bonds of love and mutual 
respect. Here and there a discordant note 
is heard, As, for example, the following 
from Rev. John Rhey Thompson, D. D, 
who spoke at New York, The reverend 


gentleman said: 

Again we are not here to apologize for civil war 
nor explain how or why the north was triumphant, 
‘Laughter and cheers] They say now the south 
was patriotic—-patriotic as Grant. Never, never. 
There is one man left, at least, who will teach his 
boy it was not simply a mistake, but that the south 
was everlastingly wrong aud the north everlast- 
ingly right. They say they were honest; so was 
Paul when he went killing on his way down to 
Damascus. Some things were settled by the war. 
One is that no rule or-ruin party can have a healthy 
existence in this country. The south wanted to 
compromise with Godon the qnestion of slavery; 
but God said: “‘No, you must let my people go;”’ 
but yet they parleyed, and then God cut the cancer 
out with the red knife of war. God showed his 
power in the way he got Grant and Lincoln ready, 
and he did net confer with the aristocratic nabobs 
of the eastern seaboard abouteiiher, {Laughter, 
and a yoice: ‘You're from Ohio, you are. | 

In sharp ‘and pleasing contrast to this is 
the utterance at Boston of Corporal Tanner, 
who lost his leg in the serviceof his country. 
It is probable that the Rev. Thompson for- 
got to fight while the war was raging and 
being a good and willing man takes a hand 
now. Read his words over once more and 
remember that they come from the man of 
God—who serves the meek and lowly Christ 
—and then contrast them with the follow- 
ing words from the bluff one-legged soldier, 
who does not speak under the hallowing in- 


flaence of the pulpit. The corporal says: 

For those who fought on the other side Corporal 
Tanner had only kind and eloquent words. His 
forgiveness to them since the surrender at Appom- 
attox, he said had been full and complete. If the 
man who pulled the lanyard of the gun whose 
shell tore off both his feet should appear before 
him he would put out his hand and sag: ‘Put it 
there, Johnny; let us go out and take dinner to- 
gether.”’ 

Of the loyalty of the south today he had no 
doubt, and he believed that should it ever be 
necessary the cohorts of the north and the south 
would unite together and lick all creation. 

We fear the good corporal puts it {0 
stropgly. We doubt if the united cohoris 
of the nérth and south conld ‘‘whip all cre- 
ation.’”? They might do it if the Rev. John 
Rbhey Thompson was barred from the forces 
of ‘‘creation.’? But see what the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, one of the extremest republi- 
can papers of the north, bas to say: 

The upvique cross of southern moss, an offering 
from @ southern city to the ex-contfedcrates living 
in Chicego, stood fortwo days in the window of 
The jnter- Ocean office, the uncompromising repub- 
lican paper of the northwest. Tois was & reminder, 
not of the war, but of what followed the war. 
The ex-confederates went quietly to Oakwoods to 
cecorate with southern moss and flowers the graves 
of those who wore the gray, and as they stood in 
seeming isolation, the sudden roll of drums mark- 
ed the approach of three detachments of men who 
still wore the blue, each with a testimonial of their 
simple respect for the men who fought against 
them. This mingling of southern moss and north- 
ern flowers, this marching down of union veterans 
on ex-confederates, who now carried the same flag 
as themselyes—these were not reminders of the 
war so much as what came after the war. 

The tides are running right! bearing 
away from American shores forever the s:am 
of sectional hatred and prejudice. Piliag 
in upon these shores furever the fall tide of 


national love and reconciliation. 


The “Free Whisky” Dodge. 

A person described as ‘‘a well-known dis- 
tiller,’’ informed Mr. George Alfred Town: 
send the other day that he did not believe 
congress would repeal the whisky tax on 
acconnt of the ‘‘present high tide of the tem- 
perance egitation.’’ ‘‘The temperance peo- 
ple,’’? this prominent distiller remarked, 
‘‘suppose that if the tax on whisky is recdac- 
ed more whisky will be drank.’’ 

The probability is that this prominent 
distiller knows very little about the views 
of the temperance people on this important 
subject. Generally speaking, prominent 
distillers are not in the best positions in the 
world for gathering the views oi the temper- 
ance people. 

Our own opinion is that the temperance 
people understand this question of whisky 
taxation better than the prominent distiller. 
They know that the tax asitis now levied 
thiows the whole business into the hands of 
a movopoly which is thereby made a po wver- 
ful factor in politice, and they know, more- 
over, that the law as it stands offers a large 
bonus to the illicit traffic in liquor—a traftic 
that is much more insidious and quite as 
dangerous as sny form ot the liquor business 
—looking at the matter froma temperance 
point of view. 

Nor is this all, There is not an intelli- 
gent temperance man in this country today 
but knows that the repeal of the infamous 
internal revenuesystem does not mean free 
whisky. With the present laws abolished, 
the whole business would fall where it be- 
longs—under the control of the states. A 
whisky tax conld be much more effectually 
collected by the state than by the irrespon- 
sible agents of the federal government. 
‘Where the temperance sentiment is strong 
enough the manufacture of spirits could b2 
taxed out of existence. At anyrate, it 
would be placed under state control. 


Newspaper Libel Suits, 

A veteran editor has given his experience 
in libel suits, and it is interesting. Mr. 
Matthews, of the Buffalo Express, states 
that during his twenty-five years of editorial 
labor he has been sued for libel a dozen 


against him, and that was for $1,000 dam- 
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times. In only one case wasthe verdict. 
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he bas made it arule never to. 
apologize after a enit has been 
against him. He believesin going slow i 
matters which may possibly provoke 
suits, but having once taken a stand, his 
plan is to fight to the end. 

The confessions of Mr. Matthews elicit a 
statement from Editor Dana, of the New 
York Sun, which is even more remarkable, 


considering the aggressive temper of that . 


gentleman. In forty years of the liveliest 
sort of newspaper work—most of it in New 
York—Mr. Dana has been sued many times 
for libel, but only two cases have gone 
against him. In one of these an attorney, 
who had been engaged to defend the suit, 
compromieed for $1,200 against the judg- 
ment of Mr. Dana. In the other case the 
plaintiff was awarded nominal damages 
which enraged bim more than ever, 

Mr. Dana says that a long experience and 
a wide scope of observation have convinced 
him that in libel suits against editors the 
plaintiff is ordinarily beaten. He also says 
that there are two rules which just and sen- 
sible editors always follow. Oneis to frankly 
admit and apologize for an error a3 soon as 
it is discovered and befdre any threat of le- 
gal process is made. The other is never to 
apologize after suit has been begun, but in- 
stegd, to make as good a case as possible, 
snd calmly await the result.

How to Make It a Jubilee. 

Queen Victoria is a good-hearted old lady, 
but she bas gone about the celebration of 
the jubilee year of her reign in the wrong 
way. 

Everywhere in her kingdom there is 
almost unprecedented distress. In Ireland 
the exactions of the land lords keep the poor 
in a starving condition. In Wales the Meth- 
odists have been drawn into a revolt against 
the English tithe proctors. The poor of 
London are ready for revolution or anarchy, 
or anything. 

But her gracions majesty does not allow 
her mind todwell upon these matters. With 
her enormous private fortune and her infla- 
ence she could make the present year a jubi- 
lee occasion for her suffering subjects, in- 
stead of a succession of holidsys for her own 
glorification. 

Has some such thought occurred to her? 
She has announced that she will bestow ten 
thousand beantifal mugs upon the poor chil- 
dren of London, This is something, but 
there will not be enough mugs to go around. 
She has sent a telegram of sympathy to the 
widows and,orphans who lost their husbands 
and fathers in the great colliery explosion in 
Scotland, but when people have nothing to 
eat a messeve of sympathy is a very thin 
diet, 

Doubtless no organized movement, even 


| though headed by the queen, could abolish 
| misery and poverty, but it would improve 


the condition of the masses, touch their 
hearts, and revive their waning loyalty. As 
it is, the spectacular splendors of the jubilee 
will embitter those who have nothing 
to rejoice over, and the gulf between the 
masses and the classes will yawn wider than 
before. In some respects the situation is 
similar to the state of things in France be- 
fore the revolution. Oa the one hand there 
is the same wretchedness, squalor and savage 
hatred, and on the other the same selfish in- 
difference and oppression. It is no time for 
the upper classes to indalge in an extrava- 
gant revel, Itis atime for the exercise of 
charity, conciliation and justice on the part 
of those in power. 


It Has Been fried Before. 

It is amusing tosum up what the ‘‘prom- 
inent official, entirely disin terested,’’ knows 
concerning the president’s probable course 
in filling the vacant judgeship. 

He manages to stuff the telegraph service 
with a quantity of mush about what the 
president will do that amounts to little or 
rothing when it is carefully considered. We 
had quite a dose of this individual before 
the railroad commissioners were appointed, 
and in almost every particular he was giving 
what he wanted done instead of what the 
president was really going to do. 

It is getting tobe the fashion now for 
some hanger-on at Washington, who is prob: 
ably in the pay of some man, to voice the 
sentiment of a “‘prominent official entirely 
disinterested.’’ Itoccurs tous that it is 
somewhat strange how a promineat official 
can be entirely disinterested, who is so well 
posted abont what the president is going to 
do, and who goes on to give the reasons that 
appear £0 clearly defined in his own mind 
why the president should do something very 
unusual, 

President Cleveland has been in the habit 
heretofore of making up his mind and acting 
promptly. This is the right course, and it 
is just what we can always expect. Views 
that are made to echo the sentiments of men 
who cannot reach the president in any other 
way will have but little weight.

The Island of Cyprus. 

The telegraphic report of the cession of 
Cyprusto Great Britain by the sultan of 
Turkey indicates new and important devel- 
opments in eastern affairs. 

Since 1878 Cyprus has been peculiarly 
situated. While it remained a partof the 
Ottoman empire, England was empowered 
by the terms of a treaty to administer the 
government so long as Russia kept Batoum 
and Ka:s. The absolute cession of the island 
shows that the Russians are not expected to 
tone down their aggressive policy, and that 
England and Turkey are willing to stand by 
each other, or rather that England is ready 
to bolster up Turkey sgainst the czar. 

Cyprus is one of the most famous islands 
of the Levant, and is commandingly situat- 
ed, containing 3,584 square miles and abont 
200,000 inhabitants, three fourths of whom 
are of the Christian faith. The exports 
amount to something over a million dollars 
a year. From the very earliest times the 
island has been noted for its wines, fruits, 
minerals, cotton, silk and beantifal women, 

It is a rich prize, but it may prove a very 
expensive possession to its new owner.

FACTS ABOUT BIG FAIRS. 


The Piedmont Project Exciting Favorable 
Attention. 

Judging from the comments of the public in 
regard to the proposed Piedmont fair, the project is 
attracting a great deal of attention. 

In order to give the present generation who were 
children at the time of the centennial an idea of 
the past world’s fairs, and especially of the centen- 
nial, the following interesting facts are presented: 

The international exhibition of arts, manu- 
factures and products of the soil and mine was 
Opened by President Grant on May 10,76. It was 
opened for pay admissions 159 days, the pay gates 
being closed on Sunday. The area of the grounds 
was 236 acres; area of buildings, about 75 acres. 
Thirty-four foreign countries were represented. 
The state of Pennsylvania contributed $1,000,000; 
the city of Philadelphia, $1,500,000; the government 
of the United States, $1,500,000; subscribers to capi- 
tal stock, $2 500,000. Tota!, $6,500,000. The $1,500,- 
000 was contributed by the government as a 
loon, and was retmrred to the United States. The 
financial result of the exhibition was more favora- 
ble than of any other international exhibition 
except one, The results of the exhibition, by the 
almost unanimous judgmentof the public at home 
and abroad, were in the highest degree successful. 
It brought together a far wider coxicourse of Ameri- 
can people than was ever gathered on any other 
oceasion. The great resources of the country were 
exhibited in a manner approximating though not 
reaching completeness. The vast industries of the 
continent were in the highest degree impressive 
and instructive. The superiority of some of the 
foreign exhibits in decorative art and the finer 
classes Of manufactures, especially in ornamental 
articles, did much to stimulate emulation among 
our own artists and artisans, The educational 
effects of the exhibition were beyond computation. 
The whole exhibition period was an epoch of 
national and international education. 

The principal international exhibitions previous 
to the Centennial were as follows: 

London, May to October, 1851; visitors, 6,170,000; 
cost, $1,464,000; receipts, $5,221,610. New York, 
July to November, 1853; .visitors, 600,000; ‘ cost, 
$500,000.

KILLED BY AN ORANGE SEED. 


Henry Chatfield Dies After an Almost Des- 
perate Surgical Operation. 
From the New York Sun. 

Henry Chatfield, of.115 Henry street, Brook- 
lyr, the bead of the hosiery department of a Ful- 
ton street notion _ store, died yesterday 
afternoon of the effect of the 
lodgment of an orange seed in his intestines, 
He had been il) for several weeks with inflamma- 
tion of the intestines, followed by ulceration. Dr. 
Emerson, his physician, tw6 days ago called in Dr. 
William Gilfilan for consultation, and they, hay- 
ing decided that an operation was necessary, pro- 
cured the assistance of Dr. F. H. Colton, Yester- 
day morning the three doctors made an incision, 
ard after removing a quantity of pus found the 
source of the trouble and removed it. The patient, 
however, was unable to rally from the shock, and 
died about 4 o'clock. Dr. Gilfillan said last night 

“The operation was a desperate one, and was 
undertaken only asalast resort. There was no 
possibility of saving the patient otherwise. The 
orange seed was found lodged in the appendix 
vermitormis. This{fsasmall sac that is attached 
to one part of the intestines. What purpose it 
serves is not exactly known. It is, however, a 
fort of trap, always ready tocatch and hold hari 
substances passing through the intestines. The 
lodgment ofsuch substances in it is not invariably 
fatal, butithe exceptionsare rare. Seedsof oranges, 
raisins ard similar fruits are peculiarly liable to be 
caughtin this way. Is it dangerous to eat oranges? 
Well, I suppose in a city of this size there is one 
case a year of death from such a cause. Very 
frequently itisan orange seed, but not always. 
There are about 600,000 people in Brooklyn, all 
eating oranges right along, and with one death a 
year from this cause it would seem to be about as 
dangerous to eat an orange as to sit in the house 
and wait for astray pistol ball to kill you. Still, 
it’s just as safe and a-good deal nicer not toswaliow 
the seed when you eat oranges.”’

Stonewall Jackson’s War Horse as He Was 
Twenty Years Ago and is Now. 

From the Utica Observer, 


Mr. Frederick Webster, the taxidermist. has 
spent many months of labor on the work of mount- 
ing “Old Sorrel,” as Jackson’s favorite steed was 
called during his last years. Although the horse 
is reproduced as true to life as it is possible to 
ae him, yet only the hide and the hoofs are 

e, 

Just one yesr ago Mr. Webster was summoned to 
Richmond, Va., to perform the last sad rites, which 
in his art are the first, on the horse. Old Sorrel 
breathed bis last surrouned by the veterans of the 
home, who had found a peculiar pleasurein kindly 
caring for him in his la:t days. It was not unnat- 
ural that those who had so tenderly nursed htm 
for the memories ‘that clustered about him should 
have turned aside to brush away the tears when 
the litle horse died, 


Hisepitaph is simple, but between the lines 
speak yolumes; 


Of obscure birth. 

He achieved fame. 
The faithful servant 
: Of anoble master. : 
: He died March 17,1885. : 
Aged 36 years, : 


The tough little horse would endure;any amount 
of hard riding without signs of fagging; if, how: 
ever, bis rider dismounted, he would refresh him- 
felf by promptly lying down, without waiting 
to have the trappings removed. Although the 
faddle suffered from the contact with the earth, 
hisowner would not allow him to be disturbed. 
The borse was yery fond of apples, and the gen- 
eral always remembered him, when that delicacy 
could be had. Little Sorrel soon became a thor- 
oughly trained steed, If his rider was deep in the 
mysteries of frome plans, he would suit his cait to 
the humor; he often heard the soft accents of a 
mutiered prayer, and bore himself with a show of 
solemnity until some dashing courier on a spirited 
horse, or the “song of a tfhell’’ aroused 
him to bear himself like the war horse 
that he was. The horse loveithe roar of battle 
and the rash of a charge, and chafed under a close 
rein and a dogged retreat. 

Jackson did not know music, and once showed 
his dullness for it by asking a young ladyif she 
had ever heard a song called “Dixie,”’ and when 
she bad finished singing it he seemed much pleas. . 
ed, but did not recognize the air played every day 
by the bands in the army. But there was one 
kind of music which he always recognized—it was 
the yell with which his troops always greeted him 
when he appeared before them. He always ac. 
knowledged the compliment by taking off his gray 
cap, and Little Sorrel, catching the inspiration of 
the moment, would break into a gallop and con- 
tinue it until the sound had ceased, The inmates 
of the soldiers’ home say that up to the last he re- 
tained his fondness for the sound of a gun; that 
when the boys would fire rapidly in the neighbor- 
hcod, killing robbins, the horse would trot off in 
the direction and look over the fence with great 
interest ; turning with the change of direction he 
would trot off in the direction of the sound. It is 
rather remarkable that the horse was never 
wounded, although he bore Jackson tbrough his 
campaigns of Romney, McDowell, Port Repub ic, 
Winchester, Cross Keys, Cold Harbor, Second Ma- 
nassas, Fredericksburg, and the fatal field of 
Chancellorsyille. During the Maryland campaign 
he rode a handsome gray, prerented to him by an 
admiring Marylander, and came near losing his 
life by the horse falling on him. He had alsoa 
very handsome sorrel presented to him bythe 
people of Augusta, Ga. 

It was at Chancellorsville, after a vigorous stroke, 
when Jackson by a prompt movement had cut 
Hooker's linein two, capturing many prisoners 
and guns, that Little Sorrel was to lose his most 
devoted friend. It appears that Jackson rode out 
with three or four members of his staff to recon- 
noitre; when they returned it was dark. The 
troops thatsaw him pass down the road had been 
relieved by others, who were instructed to fire 
upon theepproach of anything indicating the 
enemy; these were startled by the approach of 
horses’ hoofs ina rapid canter and delivered one 
or two villeys. The result of this; assault was the 
unbhorsii g of Jackson wiih a wound inthe right 
hand, another in the upper part of the right arm, 
and athirdin the left arm. These wounds were 
not necessarily fatal, but soon after he took to his 
bed pneumonia developed, with a fatal result. 
little Sorrel] was stampeded when the confusion 
that followed the terrible accident was at its 
height; it was feared that the little horse had es- 
caped into theenemy’s lines. The next day some 
of Stuart’s men found him and returned him to 
headquarters.

As the horse bad been allowed to go unshod from 
the time he was carried from the battlefield his 
hoofs bad grown to an enormous length. These 
were trimmed to the proper size. The positioa 
given the horse is an easy one, on an inclined plane 
finished to representastone. With proper care the 
horse will last for many years. 


THE MURDERED SOLDIER. 


The Identity of His Slayer Established by 
Qne Who Knew Him. 

CoL_umBus, Miss., May 30.—EditorsC onstitu- 
tion: In your paper of the 24th May, in your war 
stories, isgiventhe account of the killing of a 
Mississippi soldier on the retreat of our troops 
from Savannab, Ga. Your correspondent does not 
appear to know the name of that poor boy, and as 
he wasa member of!my company will give the 
items he appears to be ignorantiof. From a muster 
roll now before me, headed Captain Battle Fort’s 
company of R. O. Lewis’s regiment Mississippi cay- 
alry, dated from October 31, 1864 to December 3i, 
1864. I read this entry: 

B. F. Hartsfield killed by inspector general of 
General J. R* Jackson’s staff without cause. 

And that officers name was Captain Taliaferro. 
His initials I do not know. 

The father and family of the poor soldier thus 
cruelly shot down did know of his death coming in 
this wey, and his fatber wrote a sad and bitter 
letter, saying that he sent his two boys to serve 
their country and could bear their death if killed 
in battle fighting for their country. He asked that 
his officers and comrades see that his murderer was 
punished. lt happened that at the time of this 
occurrence not a commissioned officer of Company 
H was with them, as their captain was at home 
wouLd¢d badly and the other oflicers detailed for 
various duties. Had it been otherwise the man 
who shot down this poor boy would not likely haye 
ercaped instant deatb. 

Very few soldiers care to know certainly that 
a killed even an enemy, and surely if this man 
yet lives he must feel that he bears the mark of 
Cain for thus brutally shooting down a so!dier of 
the same caure. I know of but one other such case, 
and that was a captain who killed a soloier of his 
command early in the war, and that captain was 
hung a8 @ spy in Tennessee by the federal officers

NEW YORK, June 1.—The stock market today 
was more quiet, and with very little feature of im- 
portance in the general list.

CHICAGO, June 1—Deliveries of wheat on the 
board ‘at the monthly delivery this morning were 
very light, but all that went round finally got 
lo¢ged with ihe clique. Most of the deliveries 
were made at offices, as none of those who were 
short cared to have it known, It was stated on 
gocd authority that the clique did not get within a 
large amcuntof wheat due them. The amount of 
wheat delivered today is generally estimated at 
about 3,000,000 burhels, besides advance deliveries 
made yesterday afternoon.

that the defendants have been infringing upon 
the telephone patents held by complainants, 

The papers begin by stating the history of 
the Bell patents and their transfer first toa 
trustee, then to-the Bell telephone company, 
and later to the American Bell telephone com- 
pany, The Southern telephone and telegraph 
company is a lessee of the American Bell com- 
a and Rome, Georgia, is within its terri- 

cry. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the parent 
company can be obtained from the statement 
that there are now in use 300,000 telephones, 
all of which pay royalties to the company hold- 
ing the patents. 

A large portion of the petition is taken up 
with a recital of the numerous saits in waich 
the question of the validityjof the patents has

The defendants in the present cass are 
charged with having unlawfally and wrong-

Nurserymen. 

Nurserymen and their agents are objecting 
to the collection of the special tax levied against 
them, claiming that that portion of the tax 
act is unconstitutional. 

The tax‘act of 1885 pfovided that each agent 
of a nurseryman shall be taxed $25 in each 
ccunty in which he does business. The law 
makes no difference between resident and noa- 
resident agents, or rather between the agents 
of Georgia nurserymen and thoze of nursery- 
men of other states.

In replying to the tax collectors of Houston 
and Rabun counties, who had asked for ia- 
structions concerning the tax on agents of 
nurserymen, Comptroller General Wright 
stated that he is merely an executive officer 
ard bas no authority to decide whether or not 
the law is constitutional. It is his duty simply 
to execute. He adds, however, that he does 
not think the supreme coart decision in the 
drummer case applies here, forthe reason that 
in the one instance the license discrimiaats ia 
favor of the home dealers while in this caseal! 
are treated alike. 

Thinking, however, that there may bs in 
this some question which shoald come before 
the legislature, the comptroller general ha3 
decided that the collection of these special 
tsxes be suspended until the session of the leg: 
islature.

FRANK MYERS HAS A VERY NAR-- 


ROW ESCAPE. 


He Goes Down Into a Deep Wellto Ressue His Dog 
eid Meets With a Thrilling Adventare—Nar- 
rcw Becape from Drownirg~-The Dog 
Savca Bs His Intrepid Owner. 


Mr. Frank Myers came near losing his life 
while trying to rescue his pet dog from a p3r- 
ilous position. He and his wife and several 


friends went out Pryor street day before yes- 


terday to look at his new and handsome resi- 
dence, which is nearing completion. _ 

“After examining the building the party went 
out into the yard to look at the well that had 
just been dug. Mr. Myers owns a very pretty 
dog which he values highly. 

The cog in some way got over the covering 


of the we)! and 
FELL INTO THE WATER, 
adistance of at least twenty feet. He was 
spleshirg and floundering and yeiping at a 
furious rate when his owner arrived at the 
mouth of the well. He looked down intoths 
dark water and there wa; his pet dog strug’ 
gling fox dear life. His heart--a tender one — 
was touched ard he resolved to save the help- 
lese brute even et the r'sk of his own life. No 
sconer was this resolution made than Mr. 
Myers proceeded to execute it. He called to 
two laborers and told them tolef him dowa 
intothe well. They endeavored to dissaade 
him from 
HIS PERILOUS UNDERTAKING, 
but he was obdurate and declared he would 
rescue the drowning arimal at any risk. He 
jumped into the bucket, grasped the rope and 
the two stout workmen caught the windlass 
and slowly lowered him. The bucket and its 
precious human losd went down lower and 
lower. Ten feet had been gained. But the 
bottom was more than ten fect lower. The 
screaky windlass turned and still lower the in- 
trepid man was let down. He had nearly 
reached the curb. The dog was fast losing his 
stren “ and in a few moments he would in- 
evitably sink. The water in the well was be- 
tween eight and ten feet deep. Mr. Myers 
was within three feet of the water whon 
THERE WAS A CRASH 
above bis head. He fell upon the worden curb 
ard grasped the sides with a death grip, as his 
legs dangled in the cold water. Tho cross 
piece of scantling which held the weight of 
the bucket had given way, and it was as much 
as the workmen could do to prevent the whole 
concern from going down. They grabbed the 
rope and, by main force, drew up the brave 
man who had risked his life to save his dog. 
When Mr. Myers emerged from the mouth of 
the well, he held in his hands 
THE DRIPPING DOG, 
which appeared to be lifeless. Mr.Myers him- 
self seemed to have lost a good deal of his vi- 
telity, and his cheeks were pale and his teeth 
were chattering as he stepped from the bucket. 
But he held on to thedog. Tne poor brate was 
laid upon arug, but he seemed dead. Finally he 
w-s resuscitated, after much ‘abor, but was con- 
siderably the worst for his involuntary trip 
into the well. 

As soon as Mr. Myers began to think seri- 

ously about his adventure he reslized 
HIS NARROW ESCAPE, 

Had the tackle given way when he was half 
way down he must have been precipitated into 
the water, and, in all probability, wonld have 
drowued before he could be rescued from 
above. 

He valnes the dog more than ever and could 
not be induced to part with him. 

This exploit proves that Frank Myers is one 
of the kindest hearted men io Atlanta.
